DUflT A OAUBE OF MUNIOIPAL DISEASK8. 

Irniatiiig, iufeotiiig tlust, contaminAting the city 
ltmoq>bere is the moat prominent factor in tlu- 
prodootiou of city discnsrs. 'J'liis dust moniu'o aiul 
nuisance is pruvtnlublc, not ouly in tiie streets, birt 
likewise in our living and t^rorWng places, in 
houses, can, -■t6res, factories, shops, offices, sta- 
tions theaters and churches. At i)r(!scnt tliere is a 
vicious circle. Street dust is blown, swept and 
tracked into habitations, to be swept back into the 
streets again. Much house-dust pollution would 
be avoided if the original street-dust were removed 
or allayed. 

This was recognized by Benjamin Franklin, 

whose many talents and rare eoniinon sense are as 
well known as liis courageous patriotism and v'"- 
ineut public service. The dust evil was a seriously 
annoying problem to him as a citizen if not as a 
sanitarian; to him dust was at least noisomely of- 
iensivo if not infective. Letters were sent to tiie 
mayors of Baltimore, Buffalo, Birmingham (Bng- 
UAd), Berlin (Germany), Budapest (Hungary i, 
Clevelanil, Denver, Detroit, Dublin (IrelamD, 
Leipsic (dermany), hondou (England}, Minneap- 
olis, New Orleans, New York, Paris (Prance), St. 
Louis, Stuttgart (Germany), Toronto (Canada 
Vienna (Austria), and Washington, D. C. A sum- 
mary of the replies shows: 

1. In a majority of the cities where results were 
satisfactory, the principal cleaning was done at 
night, or completed before 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 

2. Thorough sprinkling preceded sweeping. 

Sprinkling was also done two to four times daily in 
dry (non-freezing) weather to lay prevalent dust. 

3. Flushing wagons or llushing from curb to 
curb with hose is the method used in preference; 
to sprinlding and machine sweeping in the best 
cleaned cities. 

4. Hand sweeping by blockmen in daytime is 
always preceded by wetting with a hand sprinkler. 

T). I'iles of dirt are immediately removed while 
wet or damp iu covered wagons. 

6. Last, but by no means least, is the dustlesa 
operation of dust and dirt removal by automobile 
vacuiim street -eleaners, on the ]»riiieipal of vacuum 
house cleaning which is now rapidly taking the 
I>lace of the old dirty, dust-raising broom and 
feather-duster. In one hour as much surface can 
1)0 nelually cleaned as was imperlVetly gone over 
with dusty accompaniments by horse-drawn swcep- 
eti^ six hours. 

That most of the communicable diseases of the 
throat and lungs are produced and transmitted by 
dust is doubtless trxie. In a recent niunber of the. 
Journal of the American Medical Association, Dr. 
II. S. Anders of Pliilailelphia, discusses tliis i)rob- 
lem at lenicrth and relates the efforts made iu Phil- 
adelphia to suppress this evil.

New York, March 1.— For the third 
timo since the cdebriittd MadiHon 
Hquaro Roof Garden tragedy a Thaw 
triiil is to furnish New' Y-oi.kers with a 
staple topic for diaouasion! the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme OoVM^ 
111,' i i-i' of Marry K. Thaw, under in- 
dict nicnl un a conspiracy charge^ was 
called up for trUl today. The charge 
yrows out of Thaw's sensationiil escape 
from tho Mattewan asylum on August 
I", r.M:i. Five |H>r>*ons who are alleged 
to have aided iu the escape are to be 
tried jolnly with Thaw. They are 
I'r^niklin Kennolv, who is alleged to 
huvo driven the automobile in which 
the escape was made; Bicbard J. Bot* 
Icr, u former state assemblyaMn} Thom* 
'i < Klood, Eugene Duify and Itichel 
OKeefe. 

The public haa looked forward to the 
trial with an interest out of all propor- 
""II t" tlic iiii|.ort:iii.'e of the charges 
against the accused. The unusual 
amount of interetjt ia aeeonated for by 
tiie fact that upon the ooteomo of the 
trial, according to the general belief 
and uiidcrstuuding, depends the qnes. 
tiou as to whether the convicted mar- 
Icier of Stanford White is to be re- 
tnrncil to prison. In dthcr words, the 
trial is reganled as the most important 
link in tho long cliaiu of legal proceed- 
ings that has marked Thaw's slz-ysar 
ight for freedom.

Long before the hour for the opening 
of the court today, a great erowd had 
gathered in and around the criminal 
court building and ,1 sea of faces was 
turned toward tho "bridge of sighs," 
ii tho vaiu hope of catching a gUmjMO 
uf Thaw being conducted from the 
Tombs to the court room. 

On motion of the prosecuting attor- 
ney. s, ,1 sj'ocial panel of 200 talesmen 
was drawn two weeks ago for tho Thaw 
case.

Koof Garden, 
I'll aw fired tho bullets into tho breast 
f the msn who, he acBorted, had be- 
rayed his wife. Thaw 's trial for ruur- 
!er started January 2J, 1907, and ended 
in a jury disagreement on April M. On 
Febrnary 1, 1»08, the aeeosed was ac- 
quitted by the jury on seoond trial on 
lie ground of insanil\, .lusli.e Howling 
onimitting him tu the Mattewan asy- 
lum for the criminal insaae. 

Almost immediately there began the 
long fight to have Thaw freed from the • 
asylum. Counsel for Thaw tried repeat- 
edly to secure a writ of habeas eorfns, 
but eack of the applieatioas was denied. 
Rqually futile proved the cITorts that 
were made to have tho prisoner tried 
a jury to prove his sanity. 
i>u August 17, 1913, Thaw's sensa- 
ional eeeape from Mattewan ia a fkat 
Mutor 1- \r sorvcd to aroii^-e j^ubllc In- 
erest aucw in the celebrated case. Two ' 
lays after the escape Thaw was arrest- 
I at Cuaticeok, Canada, and after a 
hearing was ordered deported. Imedi- 
tely be crossed fho line into Xew 
ll'impshiro he was re arrested aud ex- 
tradition proeeediags wore started. 
These were halted by a Federal writ 
nd for many months Thaw enjoyed his 
reedom undsr bond, antil, on Oocomber 
22, 1»1«, the Snproaia Court of the 
Ualted States doeidad that New Ha^ip- 
hiro must sarrandar tka prisaaer to 
New York.
